Confronted by distress, if not disaster, as 
some of the small farmers in the West are 


likely to be before the end of the coming 
winter—especially in such districts as the

needs of life, the actual making of a com- 
petence in a land of small a ap are not 
only urgent, but immediate in their pres- 
sure. The man whose hay is rotting, and 
whose turf is uncut, naturally feels that 
he has “ something else to think of '” besides 
high schools and agricultural university 
teaching. Moreover, most of what it 1s now 
clear that the farmer can best do for him- 
self, he can only do by combination. But 
when ‘his crop fails it is not of his co-opera- 
tive society or his branch of. the Farmers 
Union he is thinking, but of his family and 


self-absorption, if — only 
‘sound’ up to a certain poe. is inevit- 
able, and when men are driven back by 
some disaster, a land slide, a tidal wave, a 
failure, or even partial failure of the har- 
vest, they cannot be blamed if they exhibit 
impatience “when offered abstract’ remedies 
sav some new method of organising the egg 
supply—for an immediate concrete disaster. 
As, however, the necessities of the case limit 
our farming population—pure charity apart—

One Silver Lining. 


Now, there is jst one silver lining “which 
may, perhaps, be descried when the clouds 
which break in discémfiture above the 
farmers’ heads have emptied their unfortunate 
freight upon his farm. If the crop 1s poor 
in quality or deficient in contents, it is not 
only possible, but within limits likely, that 
it will fetch him a better price than in days 
of smiling plenty. - There is, however, a 
condition attendant on this matter of an 
enhanced price to which, we submit, not 
enough attention is paid either by the farmer 
or by those who think f him. The condition 
is adaptation to the needs of the market. 
We are thinki- ~ partly of quality. but in a 
bad season it must be admitted that attaining 
to the highest grades in quality is not always 
possible. What is generally. possible, how- 
ever, is better results than are, in fact, at- 
tained. We make the best butter in the 
world, but—and here it is not our clim<te 
that is in fault, but ourselves—we do not 
make enough. of it. ‘‘Farmers’ butter” 
ought to stand in Ireland for the best quality. 
It stands, in fact, for butter of a very un- 
uniform make, some of which is not really 
good enough for the market, and, on account 
of it, the reputation of the remainder is 
ceriously injured. The flavour of a good and 
fresh laid egg by a patriotic hén at either 
side of the border is equal to the best that 
the British or foreign hen can produce. But 
on the Birmingham breakfast table, after the 
Irish henwife and the retailer have “ held it 
over,” and the Irish ‘“‘higgler’’ has 
packed it in mouldy straw, it produces 
a comment on Irish habits, which goes to 
reduce the price of all our exported eggs. 
We learn that Irish bacon reaches the British 
shop too often in an extremely unappetising 
guise, and, though this is no; directly the 
fault of the farmer, it is quite obviously to 
his interest to see whether it cannot be 
remedied. 


Cleanliness in Marketing. 


The fact, easy to condone and thankless to 
condemn, but which is none the less the duty 
of the farmers’ friends freely to bring home 
to him, is that the essentials of cleanliness 
are not understood on the small farmer's 
farm and in his home. There has been, we 
think, some real improvement in the last 
Jjecade or two. The look of the farmstead is 
improving. The cottage of the small farmer, 
the home of the medium farmer, are more 
comfortable, but we have a good deal further 
to go before we overtake our Continental 
rivals in the handling of produce for the 
market. There has been a good deal of con- 
troversy lately regarding the precise value of 
bacteriology as a factor in butter grading, 
and the argument has been put forward that, 
given perfect cleanliness, bacteriology is not 
necessary. The answer, of course, is that 
perfect cleanliness is still rather to seek. 
As a detective agency, separating by their 
thumb. marks the criminal or semi-criminal 
classes of produce from the innocent, the 
bacteriology of butter and milk has a big 
part to play in agriculture, and not the 
teast significant of its uses is the faculty of 
exposing semi-cleanliness. Until our dairy 
farmers learn to distinguish real from ap- 
parent cleanliness, and our hen-wives realise 
that an egg which is not filthly is not, by 
that negative fact, rendered absolutely and 
utterly clean, our produce in Great Britain is 
not going to take that leading place which the 
legislation now emanating from the Ministry 
of Agriculture is arriving towards. 


Packing Produce. 


There is. more, however, that the individual 


farmer can do to help himself towards a 
good place on the market than sending his 
eggs away fresh and clean and bringing his 
milk into the creamery or the home dairy 
clean, milked by clean hands, from cleanly 
kept cows, into scrupulously clean cans. He 
must, if he is sending away his produce him- 
self, see to the packing. If he is working 
through a co-operative society or a dealer 
he should invite whatever organisation he is 
connected with, the local society or (if-it 1s 
the Farmers’ Union) branch to do some pro- 
paganda, and, if necessary, spread informa- 
tion regarding the form and conditions of 
packing which will enable produce to reach 
its destination unspoiled in quality, undi- 
minished in amount, attractive in appear- 
ance. The way in which some of the Swiss 
and other cheeses we import into Ireland. 
appear on the lunch table are an object lesson 
to our own exporters; the piggishness of some 
of our bacon is not! ' 

Of course, we realise that an improvement 
in these matters of detail, even if supple- 
mented by some other exhibitions of the 
minor ,virtues—frugality (which essentially 
means a right use of the resources at our im- 
mediate disposal) such as the ability to grow 
vegetables or fruit for the table on little 
corners of the farm, or a profitable economy 
in our use of time—will not turn the: threat 
of a bad harvest into immediate riches. But 
some gain, to counteract inevitable losses, 
may come out of the bad season we have 
passed through (and which threatens, we fear, 
to rank with 1879 as the worst since °47) if 
the attention of the small farmer is directed 
to making the best of existing possibilities. 
Some larger changes in our tillage system 
may, perhaps, be indicated too. This is out- 
side the scope of this article, but would be 
an interesting matter for an enquiry to be 
put to the Department of Agriculture, which, 
though as yet unable to bi about any 
change in our climate, may, as the custodian 
of facts about our farming, have considered 
this phenomenal summer in relation to the 
future. All we have t to do here is to 
lay down one humble but incontrovertible 
truism :.the more the farmer. finds himself 
in the hands of the natural forces which he 
cannot modify the more he must adjust him- 
self to economic forces, which he can.

FOOD VALUE OF 
ENSILAGE. 


INTERESTING. EXPERIMENTS. 


At the Agricultural Station, Athenry, 
during the past two seasons, investigations 
were carried out to determine the value of 
ensilage for stock feeding, and to ascertain 
the relative costs of producing . equivalent 
food values on ensiled green fodder and 
mangels. 

In chemical content ensilage is not in the 
same category as the mangel. The latter 
contains 86 to 88 per cent. of water, and a 
collection of highly succulent carbohydrates, 
but very little protein (albumen) or fat, 
whlist ensilage, which contains about. 75 per 
cent. of water, has a dry matter composition 
approximating to that of the green plants 
from which it is made; that is to say, it con- 
tains, in optimum proportions, all the food 
materials required for animal nutrition. Well 
made hay contains practically all the chemi- 
cal ingredients of green fodder, but the lack 
of succulence in hay constitutes a great differ- 
ence between it and einsilage. It is because 
of this physical property of succulence, so 
very necessary for the economical working of 
the animal machine, that, in feeding tests, 
ensilage is compared most frequently with 
roots, especially in the case of the milch cow. 
There is, however, evidence that it can 
replace not only the roots, but also part of 
the or grain of a cattle diet. 

Discussing the Athenry experiment in the 
Journal of the Department of Agriculture, 
Messrs. E. J. Sheehy and D. Delany remark 
that the success of the ensiling system de- 
pends primarily on the quality of the cured 
silage. The quality of cured silage depends 
on the nature of the material ensiled, the 
time of cutting the ensilage crop, and the 
method of storing. . The crop should be cut 
when the oats are well advanced in the 
‘milk’ stage and the pods of the legumes 
well seeded. The ensilage must be stored 
in a chamber which is impervious to air, and 
must be so packed that access of air is 
impossible. 

A poor quality ensilage 1s unpalatable to 
stock, and this is a feature which op®rates 
adversely on milch cows particularly. While 
the cows are being induced to consume poor 
quality ensilage, the milk flow declines and 
does. not return to the former level on an 
ensilage ration. Even good quality ensilage 
is not, at first, readily taken by cattle, 
though it is much relished when they become 


accustomed to it. 
Comparison with Mangels. 


In the various feeding tests conducted at 
Athenry, in the seasons 1922-23 and 1925-24, 
the weight of ensilage of equivalent food 


value to 10 pounds of mangels ex from 


4.7 to 6 pounds. Ensilage appeared to have 
a higher value when fed in moderation than 
when given in large quantities. In the light 
of these experiments 55 pounds is a safe 
figure. to adopt as the weight of ensilage of 
equivalent food value to 10 pounds of man- 
gels. . The ration of yearling calves may 
safely include 21 pounds, and that of adult 
fattening cattle and milch cows about 42 
pounds per head daily of good ensilage. . 
The succulence of ensilage renders it 
a suitable substitute for roots, On 
the other hand, its bulk and 
comnaratively high proportion of dry 
matter prevent its use in large quantities in 
4 rein containing a high proportion of hay; 
in fact ensilage more suitably fits into a 
ration as a abies for the roots as well 
as far part of the ''n,; fodder, or for part 
of the roots and part of the long fodder. 
The cost of- production per acre of ensilage 
is much less than that of mangels. 
Takine the vield per acre of stored mangels 
as 263 tons (the actual 1923-24 production at 
Athenry), and that of cured ensilage as 9 
tons—a possible yield of no waste occurred 
in the ensilage—the total food produced per 
acre is less in the case of ensilage than of 
mangels, but, —- a 9 ton pield of ensil- 
age, the cost cf prodrcing equivalent food 
values of each—namely, 54 pounds of ensilage 
and 10 po uds of mangels—works out at the 
same figure, even after the cost of the blower 
and the expense of erecting the silo have been 
taken into consideration, 7 
Other features of ensilage growing are dis-

riching th soil, the possibility of securing 
a second crop off th» same ground in one 
year, the increased corn production, and the 
comparative carrying capacity of a farm on 
a root versus ens lage rotation.

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MAKING PEDIGREE STOCK

Dairy Shorthorns and Aberdeen-Angus 
shared the honour of securing top prices at 
the joint sale of pedigree stock held by Messrs. 
Gavin Low, Ltd., in Dublin last week. A 
pair of three-year-olds from the Dairy Short- 
born herd of the Earl of Bessborough changed 
hands at 80 guineas each, while a five-year- 
vld cow from the admittedly fine herd of Cap- 
tain T. A. Clarke realised 85 guineas. ‘Other 
Dairy Shorthorns made 70, 65, and 55 guineas. 
Ordinary Shorthorns, on the other hand, did 
not exceed 26 guineas.: Amongst the Aber- 
deen-Angus, Mr. R. C. Williams had a capital 
draft of fifteen, that averaged 47 guineas, 
while one of the best, a two-year-old, Pride of 
Mulben, heifer, was sold at 80 guineas. A 
well-bred yearling from the same herd realised 
(0 guineas, while others ranged up to 65 
guineas. Herefords, though selling well, did 
not range beyond 31 guineas. From this indi- 
eation it will be seen that the holding of the 
sale was well timed, and that if breeders 
would only supply the demand they would 
find a ready market amongst their colleagues 
throughout the country. It is by mutual co- 
operation, coupled with the judicious selection 
and mating of stock, that stock breeders in 
Scotland have succeeded in making the annual 
sales in that country famous. The same mode 
of procedure could be made equally successful 
in Ireland. 


DO PITTED POTATOES 
BECOME DISEASED? 


In view of statements which have been made 
that, owing to the excessive rainfall, potatoes 
are likely 'to become diseased in the pits, an 
article by Messrs. P. A. Murphy and Robert 
McKay, in the Journal of the Department of 
Agriculture, possesses. more than usual in- 
terest. From experiments carried out at the 
Albert Agricultural College Farm it would 
appear that potatoes which develop blight in 
storage were already infected when placed in 
the pits, or carried the germs of infection 
with them. Blight does not spread from 
tuber to tuber in potatoes stored in pits. It 
was found that*digging potatoes when ‘the 
stalks are blighted, and before they are en- 
tirely dead, is practically sure to lead to. the 
development of blight in storage. When dug 
a sufficient time after the death of the stalks 
potatoes may be relied upon to remain free 
from blight in the pit. The absence of 
blight from the pits may also be ensured 
by removing the stalks a sufficient time 
before digging. This interval may range 
from twelve to thirty days. The more 
active the devolpment of blight before 
digging. the longer the interval must 
be. Removal of the stalks will be 
found particularly useful in the case of all 
varieties intended for seed. Covering pits 
with blighted but partially living stalks, even 
as a temporary expedient, is likely to lead 
to the development of blight in the potatoes. 
Practically all the blight which develops in 
stored potatoes appears soon after the crop 
is dug, much the greater part of it (in the 
casé of: potatoes stored in boxes) within 15 
days, and the remainder within one month, 
The blight fungus is capable of independent 
existence under natural conditions in the soil 
for a limited period in the autumn, but the 
amount present gradually decreases . and 
finally disappears.

Infection of 
tubers is caused by spores derived from 
blighted tubers.

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POTATO GROWING. 


HOME v. IMPORTED SEED. 


At. the Munster Agricultura] Institute, 
Cork, last week, Mr. W. D. Davidson, potato 
expert for the Department of Agriculture, 

ave some details as to experiments made by 

r. McCall, manager there, with a view to 
testing Irish-grown seed against Scottish and 
seed purchased in England and sold in Cork, 
and in this connection the demonstrator de- 
clared that the results obtained from carefully 
selected Irish-grown crops were so remarkable 
that had he not been able to Sogn vouch 
for the accuracy of the tests he could not be- 
lieve them. He then proceeded to give ex- 
amples in proof of his statement. Five plots of 
Champions were grown from seed procured 
from the sources mentioned. The yields per 
Statute acre were given as follows :—Seed 
direct from selected crop grown in Donegal, 
12 tons 0 cwts.; seed direct from Athlone, 
8 tons 6 cwts.; seed from South, grown one 
year at Instifute, 8 tons 1 cwt.; seed direct 
from Scotland, 6 tons 9 cwts.; Scottish seed 
grown one year at Institute, 5 tons 8 cwts. 


Vaine of Athlone Seed. 


Still more remarkable were the results ob- 
tained from three plots of the well-known 
second early “British Queen,’’ planted with 
seed obfained respectively from Athlone, Scot- 
land, and imported. seed sold in Cork. The 
yields per Statute acre obtained were :— 
Athlone seed, 16 tons 0 cwts.; imported seed 
sold in Cork, 13 tons 2 cwts.: Scottish seed, 
11 tons 1 cwt. Mr. Davidson thought the enor- 
mous yield from Athlone seed was due to the 
fact that it was grown on bog soil, which 
almost invariably made a good change. - 

Plots of Epicures from seed secured from 
the sources named resulted as follows :— 
Co. Louth, 16 tons 9 cwts.; Athlone, 15 tons 


3 cwts.; Scottish, 13 tons 17 cwts.; imported.

Attention was then drawn to a test to com- 
pare the relative merits of drills 24ins., 26ins., 
oBins., and 30ins. wide, respectively. The 
result was slightly in favour of the 26ins. 
drills. Growers in the competition for prizes 
offered by the Cork County Committee of 
Agriculture, he mentioned, had realised that 
narrow drills were essential for success. Crops 
for ‘‘ ware’? might have the “sets” placed 
18ins. apart, provided they were whole and 
sprouted. Small portions of drills of the 
following varieties were exhibited :—Great 
Scot, Arran Comrade, Edgell Blue, Majestic, 
Rhoderick Dhu, Irish Chieftain. 


What to Grow. 


Mr. Davidson advised growers to concen- 
trate on the following varieties :—First 
earlies—field. cultivation—Epicure. Garden 
cultivation—Edzell Blue, Sharpe’s Fxpress. 
Second earlies—British Queen or Great Scot. 
Main crop varieties—Kerr’s Pink and Arran 
Victor. At the close of the experiment he 
mentioned that the Free State paid to the 
six county area £154,992 for potatoes during 
the six months January-June, 1924.

FIRM ACTION OF SALES- 
MASTERS. 

An effort to bring about a settlement of the 
dispute in the Dublin fish trade was made at 
a meeting between representatives of the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland and of the Fish 
and Poultry Federation held at the, Mansion 
House yesterday. 

The Union was represented by Mr. James 
Larkin, Mr. P. T. Daly and others, and the 
Federation by Mr. McCabe. There was no 
representation of the Transport Workers’ 
Union, whose struggle with the Workers’ 
Union for control of the employés in the 
Corporation Fish Market is prolonging the 
dispute. 

After the meeting, which lasted for several 
hours, it was learned that the representatives 
of the merchants pointed out that the men in 
the market whose services had been dispensed 
with could resume work immediately on the 
old terms, provided that they agreed to work 
with the man O’Neill, a member of the Trans- 
port Union, who had been employed in the 
market for over thirty years. The Workers’ 
Union representatives would not agree to this, 
and, as they had no proposal of. their own to 
make, the meeting came to an-end. 

One of the market salesmen informed our 
representative yesterday that they will not 
under any circumstances accept dictation from 
either Union as to what men they shall em- 
ploy. Even beforé the present trouble they 
were paying wages to more men than they 
had work for. 

There was very little fish in the market 
yesterday, but there was a good supply from 
ingland on sale in the shops in the city. 
Prices were about 2d. per Ib. all round more 
than in normal times, and much below those 
that prevailed last week. In one leading shop 
plaice was priced at ls. 4d., cod ls. 2d., 
whiting Is. per lb., and herrings 2s. 6d. 
per dozen. The absence of the usual supplies 
of fish from the market is felt greatly by the 
poorer classes.

FEARS UNFOUNDED. 


He believed now, as he did then, that the 
fears of Northern Ireland were unfounded. He 
could not believe that a competent lawyer, 
Or, any sane man, interpreting the document 
which it was the business of the Commission 
to interpret could give it the reading which 
Northern Ireland feared. He could not say 
to them, however, “You must not reopen the 
question, * for the Government had reopened 
it, (Opposition cheers.) 

The Prime Minister talked about correcting 
an error and overcoming a technicality, but 
1 was much more than that. He had signed 
& new Treaty in supplement and in variation 
of the old one, and the very argument used 
in 1921 to resist. all amendments Was now 
turned against him. - The Government were 
not only changing the letter of the Treaty 
but also its spirit. The co-operation they 
had hoped for was now to be dispensed with, 
and in place of the «bound being settled 
by an arbitral tribunal to which the North 
and the South both sent members, it was to 
be settled by a tribunal in which a Commis. 
sioner appointed hy the House, not all the 
members of which sympathised with Ulster 
and were moved by deep memories of a 
long past, took the place of a Comission ap- 
pelted by the Government of Northern 
reland. 

He did not wish to make the situation more 
difficult, but he begged the Government to 
recognise how grave was the step they were 
taking, and with what anxious care, and with 
what impartiality, they must walk in their 
further course. The Prime Minister ex- 
pressed the hope that even now the bill 
might never be needed, and that an agree- 
ment among Irishmen might yet do the work 
in the only satisfactory way. But for there 
to be any hope of such a solution, the 
pressure nrust not be on one side only. The 
Prime Minister and the Government. of 
Northern Ireland had repeatedly. offered to 
negotiate with the present representatives of 
the South.

Some would say 
that it was a mere rectification of the fron- 
tier, but Michael Collins said that it would 
mean a considerable alteration of territory. 
The fact was that in the midst of the conflict 
of interpretations of the clause the Govern- 
ment did the right thing in stating that 
they were going to give terms of reference to | 
the ‘arbitrators, who must deeidc how they 
should be applied. That must be their posi- 
tion now. The House had rejected amend- 
ment after amendment altering the powers 
of the Commission, and had decided that 
the only thing to do was to leave the words 
as they stood for interpretation by the 
Boundary Commission. 

It had been further said that in some sense 
the Treaty was a breach of faith, and that 
pledges were given that the boundaries of the 
six counties should never be touched. Were 
those pledges given to representatives of Ire- 
land, or to whom were they given? They 
were given to meet party exigencies by Carson 
and Craig, because of the necessities of the 
Government of the day. 


KEEPING IRELAND IN THE 
EMPIRE. 


‘Do not let ug say,” added Captain Wedg- 
wood Benn, “ that these bay ype were given 
by the people of England to the people of 
Ireland. They were not. In Ireland there 
was a party fighting for the Treaty. They 
were fighting for the freedom of their country 
as a nation within the British Commonwealth,

“I speak after refreshing my memory, 
he added, “ and I am certain that no pledge 
could have been given at that moment that 
would have. constituted a guarantee that 
there would be no delimitation of the frontier 
once peace was made with the South. It is 
‘inconceivable that it should have been done, 
because the Ulster leaders realised the 
danger of the forcible incorporation of á 
hostile population inside their small 
province,’ ; 

Tt was no use treating this Boundary Com- 
mfssion as though it were some sort of de- 
vice that they had arranged with Sinn Fein 
to the detriment of Ulster. He would say 
deliberately that the first suggestion in re- 
spect of a Boundary Commission came from 
the Ulster leaders themselves. . The Govern- 
ment had that in mind a year later, when 
they cama to settle with Southern Ireland. 


WHAT COMMISSION MEANS. 


A Boundary Commission did not mean 
merely taking parishes out of Ulster and 
putti. + them into the South. It meant also 
taking Protestant provinces from the South 
and putting them into the North where they 
were contiguous along the frontier. That 
was why he could never understand Ulster’s 
refusal of arbitration so long as they were 
assured that it was going to be a perfectly 
fair one. i 

If anyone had the right to have doubts, it 
was the South; for there were three Commis- 
sioners—one to be appointed by Ulster, one 
by the Imperial Government, and. only one 
by Sinn Fein. Sinn Fein was o_o to 
accept the decision, although Sinn Fein had 
no reason to trust the Imperial Parliament, 
in which they had no representatives.

Why should they assume that the decisions of 
the trusted Commission would not be accept- 
able to the Irish people, and _ that 
such dire consequences would follow 
as had been referred to? The Labour 
Party was as certain as any other party to 
secure good, proper and acceptable servants 
for the purpose of this Commission. 

He rejected entirely the fears harboured by 
some, and expressed by others, that the 
course the Government were taking would 
lead to serious breaches of the law in the 
North or South of Ireland. Why was it that 
those indications of oncoming trouble were 
given to them by those who claimed in the 
same breath to be, above all others, law- 
abiding citizens, and who claimed beforehand 
the right to revolt against the law when they 
saw that it was no longer in their favour? 


VISCOUNT CURZON. 


Viscount Curzon said that he had recently 
visited Northern Ireland with several mem- 
bers of Parliament, and all the members of 
the party revised the views they previously 
held about Northern Ireland: They found 
that the loyalty there was really pathetic, 
aud that the le’s determination was 
very ‘intense. He found that the people were 
deeply anxious about their future, because 
there was no er as to what might 
happen. The Prime Minister said that the 
Government had failed in their efforts to 
reach agreement between the North and the 
South ; but the House should have had some 
information as to why an agreement was not 
possible. He (Lord Curzon) believed that an 
agreement would be possible if Northern 
Ireland knéw exactly what was intended.

Dangerous Ground. 


An interesting situation has arisen at 
Geneva in connection with the much dis- 
cussed disarmament protocol. Last week, 
when the final draft of the instrument was 
being considered by the chief legal sub- 
committee, the Japanese delegate, Mr. 
Adachi, surprised everybody by a sudden 
demand for an important change in the 
wording. Two of the articles of the draft 
protocol recognised explicitly the right of 
sovereign Powers to withdraw, or rather 
to withhold, certain matters from the pur- 
view of the League of Nations on the 
ground that they are purely “ domestic °’ 
affairs. Mr. Adachi declared that Japan 
could not accept these clauses. No Power, 
he, asserted, ought to have the right to 
withhold anything from the League; and 
if these clauses were adopted, any nation 
would be in a position to create endless 
trouble merely by claiming that every sub- 
ject of dispute with another Power was a 
matter of ‘‘ domestic ” concern. Obviously, 
Mr. Adachi had the American immigra- 
tion laws in his mind when he made 
his protest. He left no doubt” on 
the point that, if the principle were 
adopted of restricting the activities of the 
League of Nations to issues which by so 
stretch of the imagination could be termed 
“ domestic,” Japan would refuse to sign 
the protocol. The British delegation was 
particularly anxious to secure unanimity 
in regard to disarmament. The French | 
were almost equally anxious; and the 
result was that a compromise was made. 
It was passed unanimously yesterday, and, 
to all intents and purposes, Japan has 
won her claim. 

The amended clauses of the protocol: 
state distinctly that, even if it is decided 
that a particular dispute is of purely 
“ domestic ” concern, “* this decision shall 
not prevent consideration of the situation 
by the Council of the League.or the 
Assembly under Article 11 of the 
Covenant.’’ Nothing could be clearer than 
that. If in the near future the Japanese 
Government comes to the conclusion that 
the attitude of the Government of the 
United States in regard to immigration 
constitutes a casus faderis, it will be at 
perfect liberty to apply to the League of 
Nations for a decision on the matter, 
despite ‘the existence of the Monroe 
Doctrine and despite the fact that Article 
21 of the League’s Covenant recognises the 
validity of that Doctrine for all time. 
Furthermore, Article 15 of the Covenant 
expressly reserves certain matters as 
“ domestic ” affairs over which the League 
can have no jurisdiction ; yet the amend- 
ment which has been accepted seems to run 
counter to the whole spirit of this Article. 
If it is ratified by the various European 
Governments, a very serious crisis may 
arise within the League, because several 
of its members have certain thorny 
‘« domestic ” problems, and have no more 
intention of allowing the League of 
Nations to pry into their affairs than 
Britain has of handing Over the Navy 
to its authority. Unfortunately, the 
nations that object most strongly to the 
Japanese thesis are member States of the 
British Commonwealth. Australia will 
not allow the League or any other body to

The Threat to Mecca. 
Mecca, the holy city of Islam, which 


| the Wahabis captured in 1801 and occu- 


pied for some ten years, is menaced once 
more by that singularly unpleasant tribe. 
The Wahabis have their headquarters in 
Nejd, in the heart of Atabia. They are 
not only ferocious fighting-men, but 
Puritans of the grimmest kind, who 
forbid the use of tobacco and coffee and 
regard most of their fellow-Moslems as 
rank idolaters. After the Great War the 
British Government kept the Wahabis 
quiet by means of an annual subsidy of 
£50,000 to their Sultan, Ibn Saud; but 
this was withdrawn a year ago and the 
tribe is again on the war-path. Within 
recent months British aeroplanes have 
repulsed it from the frontiers of Iraq in 
the West and of Trans-Jordania in the 
East. Now it is devoting its fierce atten- 


tions to the King of the Hedjaz, who. 


seems to be in no position to offer an 
effective resistance. The Wahabis, who 
take no prisoners, are within two 
days’ march from Mecca, and its 
fall is imminent. The women of the city 
have fled to Jeddah, which is under the 
protection of British warships, and panic 
reigns within the walls of the holy place. 
King Hussein has made an urgent appeal 
for help to the British Government, re- 
minding it of his services to the Allies 
during the war. He asks for half-a-dozen 
aeroplanes and for a supply of bombs, of 


which his own arsenal has been emptied 


by an untimely explosion at Medina. For 
the moment, however, no quarrel exists 
between Britain and Ibn Saud, since the 
Sultan has made no direct violation of 
the Treaty of 1915 which binds him to 
keep the pilgrim routes open and intact. 
Britain, as the largest Mohammedan 
Power in the world, is, in effect, the 
official keeper of these routes, by which, 
in the present year, no fewer than one 
hundred thousand pious Moslems travelled 
to Mecca from all parts of the Near and 
Middle East. Mecca's chance of escape 
from destruction at the hands of the 
Wahabis depends probably on the moral 
intervention of the great Moslem com- 
munities. King Hussein is not a popular 
person, but the sanctuary of the Black 
Stone is very precious to all faithful 
followers of Islam. It is reported that 
the Government of Iraq is preparing an 
offensive against the Wahabis, and the 
Caliphate Committee in India is seeking 
to restrain them by peaceful remonstrance. 
Egypt, too, shows an anxious concern in 
the matter, being alarmed for the further 
treason that, after the fall of Mecca, the 
victorious Wahabis might try to reach 
the Red Sea. Even now, perhaps, these 
united influences may induce or compel 
Tbn Saud to abandon the attack on Mecca; 
but. the latest reports are not encouraging.

Dearer Milk. 


One more straw is laid on the groaning 
camel’s back. The cost of living and the 
rate of taxation are higher in the Free 
State than in Britain, and now the Dublin 
Cowkeepers’ and Dairymen’s Association 
informs the harassed householder that 
during the coming months milk will cost 
him eightpence a quart. We believe this 
price to be wholly excessive. At the most 
unfavourable computation the cost of 
living is now 80 per cent. higher than 
before the war; but the proposed price 
for our winter milk exceeds the price 
which prevailed before the war in a far 
more unfavourable ratio. The increase 
will afflict innumerable poor families, and 
at this time of economic depression there 
are comparatively few citizens who will 
not feel it. The result, we trust, will be 
that the community will be spurred at 
last to take action. Apathy must end and 
a determined effort must be made to check 
the ruthless increase in the cost of living. 
When the Commission on Prices appointed 
by Dail Eireann reported last year, the 
signatories stated that, “owing to the 
attitude adopted by the Dublin 
cowkeepers,’’ they were unable to obtain 
all desired data. Accordingly they re- 
commended that a statutory commission 
should’ be established to inquire into the 
cost of milk in the capital and “ to con- 
sider whether some system of distribution 
more economical than the present system 
could not be devised.’’ The public will 
continue to suffer so long as the distribu- 
tion of milk is left to its present un- 
economic course. It is preposterous that 
distribution costs should amount to two- 
pence in every quart of milk. Housewives 
may continue, perhaps, to pay fivepence 
a head for cabbages for which the producer 
receives less than a penny; but milk—the 
food on which the health and strength of 
the children depend—must be, cheapened. 
Ifthe public should will it so, a system 
could be established by which producer 
and consumer would be brought into direct 
contact, and milk could be sold as cheaply 
as in Denmark instead of more dearly 
than in England. Such a development 
would lead to other measures which would 
bring about a general reduction in the 
cost of living.

THE WAR OFFICE AND EGYPT. 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that nothing 
whatever is known to confirm the report that 
a meeting to discuss the military position of 
Egypt and the Sudan has been called at the 

ar Office in London. Naturally, there are 
continual meetings of the General Staff to 
discuss the military position everywhere, and 
it is quite likely—and, indeed, probable— 
that, in view of recent happenings in the 
Sudan, there might at any such meeting be 
some reference to that country, and if Lord 
Allenby, who is in England, were to be pre- 
sent he would be consulted.

The nature 
of his conversations with the Prime Minister 
is quite unknown to the War Office, and 
there has been no occasion for that Depart- 
ment to’ have a meeting to discuss any mili- 
tary position arising out of these conversa- 
tions. 

In other well-informed quarters it is 
pointed out that it is displaying undue op- 
timism to believe that definite negotiations 
will replace the present conversations at next 
Friday's conférence at 10 Downing street be- 
tween the British Prime Minister and Zaghlul 
Pasha. There has been nothing from the

THE REV. WILLIAM ROOKE._ 


The Rev. William Rooke, M.A.. son of 
the late Mr. George Rooke, Beech Hill, Tul- 
lamore, died last Tuesday at Flax Bourton 
Rectory, Bristol.

The Campbell Case, 


Quite a pretty coil 1s in the making 
over Sir Patrick Hastings’s action regard- 
ing the recent withdrawal of a charge of 
sedition against a Communist editor. Mr. 
Baldwin spoke yesterday of a possible vote 
of censure being brought forward, but it 
is far more likely that the motion to be 
introduced will be one reflecting directly 
on the Attorney-General, which, if adopted 
by the House of Commons, would involve 
his resignation. In any event, the Govern- 
ment intends to stand by Sir Patrick

He will have very serious diffi- 
culty in filling the post held by Sir Patrick 
Hastings, though it will be most necessary 
that it shal] be filled and by a member 
of the House. The Solicitor-General, Sir 
Henry Slesser, is still outside Parliament, 
and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald certainly 
cannot carry on without one Law Officer 
to support him. He may go outside the 
ranks of his own party for a new Law 
Officer, as he has done for Ministers, but 
such a solution will not be satisfactory to 
his followers. Consequently, it may be ex- 
pected that the Prime Minister will cling 
to Sir Patrick Hastings so long as he can, 
and will make a strong effort to arrest 
defeat. v 


Egypt. 

The determination on the part of both 
Mr. Macdonald and Zaghlul Pagha to 
reach an agreement is still absolute, 
and I gather that the Egyptian 
Premier is showing ability in the negotia- 
tions. His idea amounts, I understand, 
to the application by Britain of the 
Monroe Doctrine to Lgypt, but with the 
somewhat important addition that such 
application shall be accompanied by the 
evacuation of British troops. It is ironical 
that Zaghlul Pasha should be making this 
request ; for it was in effect granted in the 
Constitution which Britain gave to Egypt 
in 1922, and which, of course, Zaghlul 
since has denounced repeatedly.

The German Loan. 


Negotiations between the bankers of 
London, New York and other centres in- 
terested with regard to the forthcoming 
German loan are proceeding smoothly. 
There is a prospect that more countries 
will be allotted a share of the loan than 
was originally expected, in which case the 
absorption of the total amount is more 
assured. Official details are still known 
only to the banking houses negotiating the 
flotation, but there is reason to believe 
that the issue will be made on terms which 
will provide a yield of about 74 per cent 
Dr. Luther, the German Finance Minister, 
is expected in London to-morrow, and, if 
the final negotiations proceed in accord- 
ance with expectations, the loan will be 
launched about the middle of the month. 


The Mightv Atom. 


The mighty atom has not yet Leen 
broken up; for Dr. T. E. Wall, who was 
to have performed an experiment with 
unknown prospects at Shefheld University 
to-day, was obliged to postpone it because 
a defect in the apparatus might have 
endangered life. Dr. Wall has advised 
those who intend to watch the experiment 
that they will do so at their own risk, 
though he does not believe that anything 
sensational or disastrous will happen. It is 
not definitely known when the experiment 
will be resumed, but, in view of the local 
fears that the world may dissolve when 
the atom is broken, Dr. Wall probably 
will conduct it in private.

HARVEST RUINED BY

_ BERLIN, Wednesday. 
Germany is facing a food famine. The grain 
catastrophe feared for months, and made more 
apparent with each crop report, has now 
reached a climax. I learn to-day from the 
Department of Agriculture high officials that 
in some districts 15 and in others up to 75 
per cent. of all grain crops has been lost. It 
is generally estimated that half Germany’s 
grain foods must be imported this winter to 
save the country from hunger. 
This tragic situation is the result of two 
months’ rainfall. In many districts it is so 
serious that farmers will be unable to provide 
their own immediate circles with bread, let 
alone the feeding of cities. While two months 
ago officials were still optimistic, although 
admitting a 15 per cent. loss of crops, to-day 
they admit losses are more than double owing 
to. the last fortnight’s rainfall, which has 
destroyed vast areas and made harvesting most 
difficult and milling almost impossible.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday Night. 
Until this afternoon it seemed that an elec- 
tion this year was ‘‘off,” and that it would 
come early next year, probably as the re- 
sult of an amendment to the Address con- 
demning the Government for failing to 
remedy the state of unemployment.

the censure of this House.

former. 

I learn on the best authority that the Go- 
vernment had decided, even before they knew 
the terms of this motion to-night, to stand 
by Sir Patrick Hastings. Pail: 

There is now a Fam situation as 
between Liberals and Unionists as to which 
party is to have the distinction of turnin 
the Government. out by their motion. Wi 
the Liberals support the Unionist vote of 
censure, or will they abstain? If they go 
into the Lobby with the Unionists the crisis 
will be precipitated; for the Government 
will be turned out next week. 

The big crisis, however, is expected on the 
Russian ‘Treaty when the House assembles 
on October 28. The Liberal motion, handed 
in to-night in Mr. Asquith’s name, gives the 
Government notice to surrender or quit. One 
effect is that the Liberals have taken the 
initiative out of the hands of the Unionists, 
because the latter have not yet taken such a 
step. They are bound, however, to support 
the Liberal motion, and the result must be 
the defeat of the Government. 

Mr. Macdonald and his colleagues are too 
deeply pled to the Treaty to accept its 
rejection and carry on. 

The Liberal challenge has brought dismay 
into the Ministerial ranks. They have been 
treating the Liberals as effete, and speaking 
of attending the funeral of the party, if the 
Liberals 1 homers the Russian Treaty. Now 
they are brought almost face to face with 
an election, which, although they profess to 
be ready for it, they certainly did not expect 
to be forced upon them. 


THE LIBERAL BOMBSHELL. 

The Daily Express says :—Mr. Asquith’s 
motion to reject the Russian Treaty is a 
bombshell for Parliament. Behind those un- 
realities which are the froth on the surface of 
Parliamentary debates, the position of the 
Socialist Government and the chances of its 
‘fall are now made plain. No doubt Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald will make further and 
even more desperate efforts to secure some 
accommodation with the Liberals and to 
placate the vengeful spirit of a determined 
Asquith. At Derby, however, he struck his 
heart, and said: “If they dare to reject the 
Russian Treaty let them do so. Let them 


censure us, and we will go gladly from the 
House to the platform.’’ e did not then 
suppose that his surrender wonld be vain. He 
did not anticipate the Asquith motion.

SUNKEN WARD LINER’S 


MILLIONS. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
After the previous abortive attempts, a 
third treasure-hunting expedition starts 
to-day in an effort to locate the sunken Ward 
Line steamer Merida, which was rammed and 
sunk by the United States battleship Iowa 
thirteen years ago. 

The vessel carried three million dollars’ 
worth of gold and silver; and an enormous 
amount of copper, which had been consigned 
by the Mexican Government to New York, it 
being desired to save it from the revolution- 
aries, who then were ravaging the country. 

It is also believed that the vessel contained 
the famous Maximilian rubies, the joy of the 
Empress Charlotte, the mad widow of the ill- 
fated ruler. 

Many prominent American society women 
are backing the expedition, which carries the 
three most expert divers in the United States. 
As the exact location of the wreck is un- 
known, they have a difficult task before 
them. All that they have got to goby is the 
record that the battleship lowa was 45 miles

could be applied in Russia, by which not 
only Russia, but British trade might benefit ;

If they 
are economically sound, if reasonably 
efficient and honest administration 1s assured, 
the promoters of them will have no difficulty 
in raising capital for them through the 
ordinary channels. It will be necessary

A VOTE OF CENSURE, 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The possibility must not be lost sight. 
of, that a crisis in the affairs of the Govern- 
ment might arise before the Russian Treaty 
is debated in the House of Commons. Late 
last night the Conservative leaders came to 
the decision that the whole question of the 
withdrawal of the prosecution of Mr. Camp- 
bell, of the Workers’ Weekly, raised such 
grave constitutional issues that the matter 
could only be effectively dealt with by a vote 
of censure upon the Government. Accord- 
ingly, Sir Robert Horne and Sir Douglas Hogg 
handed in for discussion on an “'early day,” 
which will he either Tuesday or Wednesday 
of next week, the following motion: ‘‘ That 
the conduct of His Majesty’s Government in 
relation to the institution and subsequent 
withdrawal of the criminal proceedings 
against the Editor of the Workers’ Weekly, is 
deserving of the censure of this House.”’ 

The subject was discussed at the Liberal 
Party meeting, and Mr. Asquith made it plain 
that if a reasonable motion were tabled, it 
ought to receive the support of the Liberal 
Party. A copy of the Conservative motion 
was handed to the Liberal Whips last night, 
but it is impossible yet to say whether it will 
be regarded by the Liberal leader as a 
‘reasonable motion.”’

LORD BIRKENHEAD’S LETTER. 


In a letter to Phe Times, Lord Birkenhead 
writes :—The debate yesterday in the House 
of Commons upon the Campbell prosecution 
suggests many important reflections: In the 
first place, it is convenient.to define the con- 
stitutional position of the Attorney-General 
in dealing with matters of this kind. His 
decision on the matter of prosecutions is to 
be taken, not as a Minister, but as a judge. 
If political considerations enter into a deci- 
sion of this kind, he, applying his judicial 
mind, is to be the sole judge of those con- 
siderations. In no circumstances must he 
allow the intrusion of political colleagues. 

This doctrine has never; in my recollec- 
tion of legal and political history, been de- 
parted from. When the question of prosecut- 
ing the late Mr. Whittaker Wright was 
under debate in the House of Commons, Lord 
Carson, then Law Officer, in the presence of 
the Prime Minister, stated that he neither 
had consulted, nor never would consult, the 
Prime Minister in such a matter. When I 
was Attorney-General, the then War Cabinet, 
of which I was not a member, directed me 
to prosecute a certain person for sedition, 
and entered this upon the minutes of the 
Cabinet. The Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions brought this minute to me, and asked 
for my directions. I told him that I would 
not even consider the question of instituting 
a prosecution upon its merits until the un- 
constitutional minute had been excised. Nor 
did I do so. 

Lord Birkenhead gives a list of questions 
relating to the case, and adds that he will 
raise the matter in the House of Lords.

It is reported here that General Primo de 
Rivera has decided to evacuate Sheshuan dur- 
ing the winter, and will withdraw. all Euro- 
peans, Jews and friendly natives who wish 
to leave with the troops. 

It is estimated that it will require several 
weeks to complete the preparations of with- 
drawal, and ome this period (General 
Navarrok, Commanding the Xauen opera- 
tions, intends to use every effort to keep the 
road open. With General Serrano’s forces of 
6,000, the SGheshuan garrison now exceeds 
12,000. In addition, the Spaniards have 
nearly 40,000 troops along the fifty mile road 
from Tetuan. 

It is estimated that the last three weeks 
campaign has resulted in five thousand 
casualties to the Spaniards, including a thou- 
The enemy’s losses are rela- 
tively slight, only two hundred bodies having 
been discovered, while only fifty prisoners 
have been taken. 

Decreasing food supplies and lack of am- 
munition are seriously affecting the enemy, 
however, and secret reports received by the 
Spanish indicate that Abd El Krim is hard 
pressed to prevent his forces scattering for 
the autumn ploughings.

HAVOC IN INDUSTRIAL

Storms and floods have caused great damage 
throughout the entire Atlantic seaboard, parti- 
cularly in the Central and Southern States. 
Gales up to sixty miles an hour are reported 
over a wide area. Heavy rainfall is causing 
some of the rivers to overflow their banks, 
Many factories are submerged in the industrial 
district, and residents are reported to be leav- 
ing their houses owing to the imundations. 
Loss of life is reported from different centres, 
stretching from Mauch Point, Pennsylvania, 
to Columbia, South Carolina. 

In New York State especially severe winds 
and rain are recorded, but there are no deaths 
in this area. Steeplechase Baths, at Rock- 
away Beach, have been almost demolished by 
the surf. In Eastern Pennsylvania the rivers 
are all in a state of flood. Miners have been 
rendered workless through the coal mines 
being flooded. Much damage is reported from 
the Washington area, where the rains during 
the last two days have beaten down the crops. 
Cattle and live stock have suffered badly.

HUNGARY REFUSES TO 


EXTRADITE SUSPECT. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
BUDAPEST, Wednesday. 

The Extradition Commission appointed to 
adjudicate on the case of Schultz, one of the 
three German refugees suspected of being 
accomplices in the murder of the ex-Chan- 
cellor, Herr Erzberger, of Germany, has re- 
fused the German demand for his delivery 
to Germany. The decision is based on the 
fact that anair and Germany have no 
extradition treaty, and that the Schultz case 
is one of a political nature. This decision 
must be approved by the judge who has had 
the case in hand, but his approval, it is an- 
nounced, is & mere formality. 

Schultz is one of two Germans who have 
been under arrest as suspects for some time, 
and the German Government demanded the 
extradition of both of them. At the time this

demand was made Germany was informed | 


that no convention existed between Germany 
and Hungary regarding the delivery of politi- 
cal, or ‘‘ relatively political ” prisoners. Great 
stress was laid on the fact that the German 
Government refused to surrender the murderer

It is probable that Schultz will now be re- 
leased from prison and permitted to remain 
at liberty in Hungary.

.SEAPLANE TESTS. 


In French and American waters aircraft 
have been successfully employed for the ldca- 
tion of fish shoals, but experiments conducted 
off the British coasts have been less satis- 
factory. In July and August last the Scottish 
Fishery Board, in co-operation with the Air 
Ministry, carried out comprehensive tests in 
the Moray Firth and EA gs waters with 
the object of determining whether the locating 
of Herring shoals off the Scottish coast was 

racticable. Three seaplanes carried out 

ights at all hours of the day and in all 
weather conditions, and no effort was spared 
to attain the object in view. 

No herrings were, however, located under 
the surface in areas where, according to the 
catches of the fleet, herring must have been 
shioaling, and after reviewing the whole of the 
operations the conclusion is drawn that it is 
not possible locate from fast-moving alr- 
craft herring in the waters off the East 
Coast of Scotland at the depth at which they 
lie during day-time. | 

It seems clear that shoals often ascend into 
the upper water layers before dark, but the 
poor light greatly restricts the ibility of 
under-water observation at that hour, and 
flights during darkness or at dusk or dawn 
are not considered feasible under existing con- 
ditions. For the rapid observation, over a 
wide range, of the surface phenomena which 

ide fishermen, aircraft clearly have advan-

TAX ON BOOTS.

S1r,—May I let the public know the chaotic 
conditions under which parcels sent by parcel 
post from England, and on the contents of 
which duty is demanded, are treated by the 
Post Office and Customs officials at Dublin! 
On the 12th September I forwarded a parcel 
by parcel post to my son at Dun Laoghaire 
containing a pair of old tennis shoes and a 
Latin-English dictionary. On the 18th Sep- 
tember, six days afterwards, he was notified 
by the Customs Depot at Little Denmark 
street, Dublin, to call there. When he did 
so he was informed that 2s. 6d. duty was 
payable on the shoes, notwithstanding that 
their value when new was only 2s. 11d., and 
also that the same pair of shoes was passed 
duty free by the Customs at Dun Laoghaire 
Pier last July. He declined to pay the duty 
and was informed by the official whom he 
saw that the parcel would be returned to me. 
For that purpose he gave the official my 
name and address. i 

On Friday last, the 26th September, being 
in Dublin, he again called at the Customs 
Depót, Little Denmark street, and enguired 
why the parcel had not been returned to me. 
The official whom he saw on this occasion 
knew nothing about it, but told him that all 
parcels for return to England were sent to 
the Returned Letter Branch at Fowler Hall, 
and that, if it were not claimed soon, the 
contents would be sold and the progeeds 
retained by the Government. My aon; then 
went to. Fowler Hall, but the officials there 
knew nothing about the parcel and told him 
that the Customs officials at Little Denmark 
street Depót knew quite well that parcels for 
return to England were not sent there. The 
upshot of this muddling is that I have not 
yet had the parcel returned to me. If, how- 
ever, I do not receive it back within a reason- 
able time, I shall cause a question to be asked 
in the Dail as to the chaotic conditions under

LEIX COUNCIL INQUIRY.

THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Mr. Sean McGrath, Local Government In- 
spector, resumed the inguiry at Maryborough 
ord! into tho performance of their duties 

y the County Council of Queen’s County and 
the County Board of Health. 

Mr. J. Carey, Secretary of the County 
Council, continuing his evidence, said that the 
attendance at the Finance Committee’s fort- 
nightly meetings was very indifferent. Very 
often only two members attended, and the 
Treasurers advice note had to be sent out 
to a third member to be signed. ‘The rate 
collection in the old days was very good; 
the collectors, substantial men, lodged the 
amount of their warrants, whether coilected 
or not. The present backward state of the 
collection arose out of the troubled conditions, 
which were very bad in parts of the country 
and spread by degrees, and people got a 
nation into their heads that they would not 
have to pay rates. Agricultural depression 
recently happened. In 1921, 1922 and 1923 
there was not such depression, but now 
people said that on account of the depression 
they could not discharge the liabilities of 
those. years. The time for the rate collection 
had been extended from time to time with the 
approval of the Ministry. In 1924 the 
amount for rates outstanding monthly was— 
May, £43,814 ; June, £43,880; July, £35,732; 
August, £30,762. The adoption of the Relief 
of Rates Act by the Council had not inter- 
fered with the collection, except that some 
people stated that it would apply to arrears 
as well as to the current rate, and made 
that an excuse for not paying arrears. 

Mr. W. Finnegan, County Accountant, said 
that there was £16,936 to the credit of the 
Council on 3lst March, 1920, and on álst 
March, 1921, the Council had a debit of 
£9,125. The total amount of the . warrant 
for 1920-21 was £86,806, for 1921-22 
£142,347 4s. 4d., for 1922-23, when they took 
credit for one and a half year’s grants, 
£56,825, and for 1923-24 £82,086. Taking 
from the last figure £6,558 raised by the 6d. 
malicious injury rate, the 1923-24 warrant was 
£75,498, as against £86,806 in 1922-23. They 
lost all their grants in September,1920. In 1919, 
a normal year, the grants received amounted 
to £24,640. If they got in their rates the 
Council would be in a very good’ financial 
position.

The 
first estimate of the Homes and Hospitals 
Committee £24,000, a difference of 
£17,793. The Council reduced the union 
estimates to £35,000. He did not know if 
that met the expenditure for the year.

EXTRAORDINARY INCREASE IN 


VALUE OF LAND. 


The romance that lies behind the. Gilchrist 
Educational! Trust lectures was referred to on 
Tuesday evening in Coleraine, when the Rev. 

Cranage, Litt.D., Secretary of the 
Trust, delivered the first of a series of Gil- 
christ léctures in the Town Hall. 

The Gilchrist lectures are the outcome of a 
fund bequeathed by the late Dr. J. B, Gil- 
christ ‘‘ for the Benefit, Advancement, and 
the Propagation of Education and Learning 
in every part of the world as far as circum- 
stances will permit.’’ 

Dr. Cranage, in outlining the history of the 
Trust, said that Dr. Gilchrist’s will was con- 
tested in the various Courts up to the House 
of Lords, and the money left for educational 
work throughout the world seemed destined 
to be swallowed up by legal expenses. How- 
ever, when probate was granted it was found 
that Dr. Gilchrist had bought a little plot 
of land in Queensland at £17 10s. When the 
Trust came into possession, they were able 
to sell this plot of land for £70,000, and it 
was out of this that the work of the Trust 
Was carried on.

HOUSING AND THE ROADS. 


The question of adopting the - House- 
building Facilities Act, 1924, and the Local 
Assistance Order; 1924, was considered at a 
meeting of the South Tipperary Council. 

Mr. Dalton, T.D., Chairman, said that 
houses were wanted in the rural districts, 
and the Act would give great facilities for 
providing them. This Act applied to rural 
and not to urban areas. He suggested the 
appointment of a small committee to go into 
the matter. They were limited, he said, to 
a rate of a penny in the £, but that did not 
mean that the cost would go into a large 
sum. 

Mr. Morris proposed that nothing should 
be done in the matter that would involve 
cost to the rates.

REFUSED. 


Mr. William Ireland (Chairman), presided 
at the monthly meeting of the Rathmines

A representative meeting of Fermanagh 
farmers was heid in the Enniskillen Town 
Hall yesterday, in furtherance of the agita- 
tion for a drainage bill, and the giving to the 
local County Councils the power of a Vrainage 
Board. | 

Mr, Thomas Elliott, Dairies, presided, and 
farmerg from various districts told their tales 
of the flooding, Mr. James Flanagan, Drum- 
laghy, stating that he had some land which 
he had not seen for two years. Mr. Morrison, 
Manorwaterhouse, said that he had 33 acres 
of his farm flooded. 

Mr. Nugent, Kesh, said that the farmers 
would prefer drainage to a 5s. reduction is 
the £ on the rénts. | 

Mr. W. H. West, J.P., County Secretary, 
stated that they wanted power to clean and 
drain the small rivers, and thus clear the 
water-logged land. The Government were 
passing all sorts of acts for their benefit, but 
they should have started first with drainage, 
as water-logged land could not be made pros- 
perous. 

Mr. Stewart Verschoyle, D.L., said that 
the losses from flooding were becoming in- 
tolerable. Rates and taxes would have to 
be paid, but how would they be paid out of 
land continually flooded? 

Mr. W. Copeland Trimble, J.P., said that 
the Government had adopted the policy of 
dilly-daily, and were only trifling with the 
people. Tu.> Fermanavh farmers were crying 
out for drainage for fifty years past, and they 
had been appealing to the Ulster Govern- 
ment for eleven months past, and still nothing 
was done. If necessary a small bill could be 
passed for Fermanagh alone. 

A deputation was appointed to wait upon 
the Minister of Finance, and lay personally 
before him the views of those affected by 
the flooding annually of their farms,
